anſwer, It is but a frivolous, abſurd 
and ridiculous ſhift, which Dr. Fulk on 
Phil. 2. 10. againſt the Rhemiſts confu- 
tethin the Jeſuices , ſaying, That this 
sheirevaſion is coo ſhort a cloake to co- 
ver their Idolatry. As alſo, in the caſe of 
* Auguſt. in Image-worſhip, the Papiſts uſe the very

Aſecond Argument proving Ieſu-wor- 
ſbip or bowing and capping at the Name 
Jeſus vehett it15 mentioned or founded in 
the carezto be 1ds/arry is this, 

If the adoration of the Name. Ieſw , 
whenitis painted on a wall; be idolatry, 
then th< Rohn of this Name 'whenit 
15 heard or pronounced with the mouth 
is alſo 7dgfatry. Bur the firſt is erve , 
Therefore alfo the ſecond, namely; that 
the worſhipirg of the Name Ieſis when 

1t 15 heard pronounced with the mouth 
1s idolatry. 

Thar the firſt is true, to wit; that the 
&ersbipmg of the-Name Teſis painted on 
a wall,is zdoldtfy,no good and ſound Pro. 
tcſtant will deny , tor, thereis the ſame 
reaſon theteof, as of all other Image- 
worship ,' Names being 2 kind of the 
things the\reprefent or intend. '* 

hat the” Yecond is as true zs the 
Fi:ſt; T prove 'hus. Becauſe it skills nor 
by which of the Scnces #delarry is com- 
muted, 
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alike committed by all the Senſes. For's, Senſes, 


example: The Scripture ſhewes Idolatry 
to be committed , Sometimes by the 
Senſe of Taſting , as eating and drinking, 
1 Cor. 10. 17. Neither be. ze Idolaters, 4s 
were ſome of them, as it u written, The people 
fate downe to eate and drmh., . and roſe up to 
play. Somtimes by the Senſe of Touching, 
as kiſſing of Baa!s mouth, x Kin. 19.18- 
Somettmes by the Senſe of Smelling, as 
burning of Inſence to Idols, was idolatry 
commuted, as Ter. xr. 12. and as in Inli- 
ans time offering of Inſence and ſweet 
perfumes. Frequently alſo by the Senſe 
of Seerng 1s idolatry committed, And 1a- 
ftly, zdolatry is made and now adayes no 
leſſe frequently committed by preſſing 
this Jeſu-worship, by the Senſe of heare= 
ing » as, when the Papiſlts, at th2 very 
found of the Bell that goes tingling be- 
fore their breaden-god or hoaſt carried 


' to the ſick,or in proceſſion, whereſoever 


they be , or whatſoever they arc doing), 
though they ſce nothing , .yet they mult 
flap down on their marrow-bones. Thus 
by the Sence of hearing, .their godin the 
Hoaſt being preſented or conveyed to 
their mindes, they commit +do/atry, as if 
it were preſen:ed to their eze. And ther- 
fore, the Provinciall Synode of Leno in 
France, reſolved (inthe bchalfe ot their 
Image- worthip)that there was the ſame 
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one inſinuates into the 
mind by the care, the other inſinuates the 
fame by je ge. If therefore it be idolatry 
to worship the Name Jeſi written on 8g 
wall, chen itjs no lefſe zdolarry to give a- 
doration when it is uttered with che 
mouth.

That which is not the Name above 
every Name , is not to be adoredor reve- 
renced aboye or before other Names. 
Butthe Name Jeſis, is not the Name 
above every Name, Therefore it is not 
to be reverenced or adored before or above 
all other Names, 

The Major is cleare, for that which 
is honoured above others hath ſome ex- 
cellencie above others, cither really in 

jt ſclfe,or elſe in the opinion of honour, 
And, that the Name: Jeſw, is the Name 
above other Names , what Divine is ſo 
doltiſh as to imagine it , ſo bold as to 
avow it? Even the Jeſu-worghippers them- 
ſelves haye bin much beaten off from 
their falſe gloſſe of a late deviſing , and 
by one of their greateſt Patrons hereof, 
falſcly fathered upon all rhe Fathers ,

The 4. Argument, 


A Fourth Argument may be framed 
thus. All Wil-worship, deviſed,preſcri- 
bed and impoſed by the Will , Com- 
mandemenrs and Doarines of Men , 
whatſoever pretence and ſpecious ſhew 
it hath of onto G—_ 15 condemned 
by the Apoſtle, and ſois damnable, for: 

hriſtians co conform and yeeld anto it. 
But ſuch is the adoration or worshiping of 
the Name Ieſw : I ſay it isa meere will- 
wor:hip of Mans deviſing , preſcribing 
and impoſing. For proote, Vous Gregory 
a ſuperſticious Pope (as all of them 
write ) and very zealous in ſetting up 
new guides of wor:hip , was the firſt that 
under a Canon for this Teſu-worships to 


the reading of the Goſpell. And ano- 
ther Pope John 2 1.granted indulgence and 
fardon of ſmnes to all ſuch moan: aan -

the Name Tefis, fach a high cſtceme 
have menof theſe things which thcm- 
felves;/have deviſed , as part of God's wor- 
skep , butindeed 1l-worthip, ( as the 
Crow thinks her own Birds faireſt ) that 
they therfore preferre them before Gods 
Ordinances. and Commandements, and 
will fayour and incourage ſuch as con- 
formeto them , and mare ſeverely pu- 
niſh thoſe that our of tenderneſſe and 
truth of Conſcience refuſe fo to doe. 
Yea, the Paptſts have a Holy-day dedi- 
cated to the Name of Tefis: and Iefie wor- 
shippers have even thruft'it 1nto cur Kal- 
lenders, bat in black letters, mourning 
that it 15 not in Scarlet y as their hope is 
1t will ſhortly be, if it can finde worsbip- 
pers enough.
